The Mansion at Mount Vernon, built 
in pre-Revolutionary days, is an ex- 
ceptional example of Colonial archi- 
tecture: the columned piazza may 
have been designed by George Wash- 
ington, who supervised much of the 
construction whenever he could free 
himself from State duties. 
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Draperies of yellow silk and antique 
twill by Scalamandre in the Library 
contribute to the gracious formality 
of the furnishings.

The Family Dining Room at Mount 
Vernon, completed in 1775 while 
General Washington led the Conti- 
nental Army, has draperies of red 
silk damask with decorative valances 
and tassels, Scalamandre replicas of 
the originals. 


A century ago, when neither the State of Virginia 
nor the L. S. government showed any interest in 
acquiring Mount Vernon as a national shrine, Miss 
Ann Pamela Cunningham, of South Carolina, fired 
with patriotic zeal, founded the Mount Vernon Ladies’ 
Association and launched a campaign to purchase 
Mount Vernon for the Nation. Through their efforts 
and unselfish interest in keeping aiive Mount Vernon, 
vast sums of money from time to time were expended 
in restoring The Mansion which George and Martha 
Washington loved so well, but enjoyed so little. And 
because of Miss Cunningham’s foresight millions of 
Americans have visited this mecca on the Potomac.

Paul McCobb Provides a Primer of Contemporary Design at Philadelphia Museum School 


When Paul McCobb was asked to redesign the interiors 
of the seventy-eight-year-old Philadelphia Museum School 
of Art, he was faced with a double challenge. He not only 
had to contend with outmoded and unattractive interion 
architecture, but, the school being a training ground for 
students of design, he was also expected to provide a back- 
ground which would be an inspiration to the students in 
their work. Furthermore, it was a matter of practicing 
what he was teaching, for concurrently with the redesign- 
ing of the building, McCobb was instructing the sophomore 
classes in two and three dimensional design. 

Of first importance in any project of this nature is a 
careful study of space. McCobb found that areas for various 
functions were not clearly defined, nor were they logically 
arranged to provide the optimum of usage. Entrance to the 
lobby from outside was directly from the street. A small 
fover was created with a partition of floor-to-ceiling panels 
of glass set within aluminum frames. The structure serves 
both as a weather break and as a directional enclosure for 
traffic, leading logically to the receptionists’s desk. Here, a 
wing was built out in an L-shape from the wall to define 
the area and also to hide a corner leading into three sep 
arate offices. Other areas created in the lobby are an inter- 
esting arrangement for displaying students’ work, a waiting 
corner for visitors, and a fireplace grouping. Probably the 


most startling change in appearance in the lobby is in the

floor which had a balanced design of black and gray mar- 
ble. The black marble was removed and replaced with 
squares to match the gray, thus creating a uniformity which 
coordinates the areas and gives an air of spaciousness. 

\ major architectural problem throughout the building 
was how to conceal fussy moldings, an abundance of pipes 
and many old-fashioned details. A series of windows along 
one wall in the board room, for instance, was lined with 
pipes. With plasterboard, a secondary wall was built around 
the existing window frames to conceal the pipes. Curtains 
were hung inside the frames, giving the impression of a 
continuous expanse of fabric. Although the existing win- 
dows stopped short of the ceiling, the curtains were ex- 
tended from floor to ceiling, giving the desired effect of 
greater height to the room and also joining the three planes 
of floor, wall and ceiling to create a feeling of oneness. On 
the opposite wall, frames were built around the windows 
and paneled with sheets of Polyplastex which permits a 
soft flow of natural light, gives the room a feeling of airi- 
ness and provides a contrast with the windows opposite. 

In the selection of furnishings, McCobb chose each piece 
not only for its appearance and function but also as a 
classic’ example of the best in contemporary design. Rep 
resented are such noted designers as Finn Juhl, Charles 
Eames, Eero Saarinen and George Nelson. The work of 
these designers, along with a number of splendid examples 
of McCobb’s own designs, sets a high standard for the stu 
dents to emulate. And by presenting them against a back 
ground which utilizes many new materials available to the 
interior designer today, McCobb has given the Museum 


School an eloquent expression of contemporary design.

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In 1942 a few far-sighted furniture manufacturers, realizing that their 
future was closely associated with the success of the professional designers 
of interiors, decided to set up basic standards for the operation of thei 
showrooms. This was the beginning of the Decorative Furniture Manufac- 
turers Association of New York which has now grown to a membership of 
thirty individual firms among which can be found the country’s most dis- 
tinguished manufacturers of fine furniture. Its initial and still primary 
objective is to maintain standards designed to help interior designers and 
decorators to be of greater service to the consumer public. 

Prior to the organization in 1942 of the D. F. M. there was no operating 
procedure in the showrooms, whereas today each D. F. M. member is 
pledged to a uniform code of practice. This is a confidence-building factor, 
having a favorable effect on both decorator and client. 

High ethical standards of trade practices are adhered to by all D. F. M. 
members. When misunderstandings do arise they are referred to a “com- 


plaints and grievances” committee, and it is a rare instance when both 
parties are not in total agreement with the decisions handed down. 

As important as any other aspect of the D. F. M. program is its insistence 
on selling only to those interior designers and decorators, who by training 
and experience, are equipped to do professional work and who offer evi- 
dence that interior design is their vocation and not just an avocation. In 
addition, every effort is made to protect the decorator working with a client. 

In each showroom considerable thought is given to the display and pres- 
entation of furniture in home-like settings to the end that the decorator is 
aided in the presentation of the furniture to the client. 

Whenever possible, the D. F. M. members cooperate with the interion 
decorating profession in trade shows for the purpose of extending then 
professional influence by exposing quality homefurnishings to the consume 
public. 

All officers of the D. F. M. are rotated every two years. Each member takes 
his turn serving on the various committees. A spirit of cooperation and 


service seems to dominate at all times. Each member is fully aware that 
quality furniture can be sold best by the professional, whether he is an 
independent consultant or in the interior decorating department of a store. 
Chere is a concerted action on the part of all to do everything possible to 
help the interior designer and decorator expand his market.

respective firms.

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BROWNSTONE 
IN BROOKLYN 


On a quiet street in Brooklyn, very much 
like many other streets throughout the bor- 
ough, is an attached brownstone house that 
serves as office and home for Dr. and Mrs. 
Michael J. Fisher and their young son, Bobby. 
When they appealed to Interior Designer 
Polly Porter Lieb they owned a magnificent 
bed, a set of fine old chairs that they had con- 
sidered discarding, several “good” accessories, 
and a willingness (actually an enthusiasm), to 
turn the long, narrow rooms of this typical 
dwelling into a lovely traditional home. The 
doctor’s office on the street level was left in 
medical hands; Mrs. Lieb attacked and won 
the battle of small areas and lopsided rooms 
on the second and bedroom floors of the house. 

The result is a house singing with color and 


with beautiful furniture 





including _ fine 
cabinet pieces and comfortable sofas and 
chairs—conveniently arranged in attractive 
groupings for gracious living, with no indica- 
tion of former narrow rooms limited as much 
in area as to possibilities of improvement in 
decorative appeal. 

The living-room came first. Elongated and 
with an off-center fireplace, this was turned into 
a series of areas. Using the mirrored mantel wall 
as focal point, a conversation section was created 
to seat, in comfort, eight or nine guests—without 
disrupting the rest of the room. For purposes of 
“enlarging” the room (and because the lady of 
the house looks well in soft hues), Wedgwood 
blue walls and carpeting were set-off by white 
wainscoating, the same colors were used in a 
dramatic semi-circular drapery-valance arrange- 
ment, and furniture was scaled down for grace 
and efficiency. At the far end of the room, lead- 
ing into the dining-room, the piano is cornered 


and the décor continues its quiet good taste

Fine accessories are everywhere in evidence, 
colors are subdued and lovely. 

secause the dining-room is small, one entire 
wall was built in the Venetian manner to house 
a handsome old dessert set, and—below—to 
serve as storage space. The fine old chairs which 
had posed something of a problem in the mind 
of the clients, were grained to match a table 
built especially for them, then upholstered in a 
fine fabric. The result: an eye-catching success. 
Soft gray, with floral pinks and greens in the 
Aubusson-type rug set the stage for the colors in 
this soft-spoken setting. 

The beautiful design of the fireplace wall 


—with baroque moldings outlining the

panels, and carved bolection molding forming 
the marble fireplace surround—has been con- 
tinued on the window wall, resulting in a 
single shaped panel framing the gray antique 
satin curtains hanging in rich folds extending “t - 
across the entire end of the room. Folding 
louvered doors, painted white to match the 
living-room dado, replace the old Victorian 
sliding doors between living room and dining 
room, and, when folded back against the door 
jambs, open up the living room in a luxuri- 
ous spacious effect extending the entire depth 
of the house—a ‘factor to be considered for 
clients who do extensive entertaining in a 
town house which naturally does not offer the 
expansive facilities of a place in the country. 

In the living room the dominant color is a 
pleasing mauve, originating in the floral pat- 
tern of the curtains*and repeated in a curved 
sofa upholstered in velvet at one side of the 
fireplace, and the effect is soft and altogether 
livable, its appeal heightened by the cool blue 
walls. In the dining room the mauve color- 
ing of the living room is contrasted with a 
soft gray background, evident in the wall 
paneling and curtains, spiced by the sharp 
white note of porcelain found on the shelves 
flanking the fireplace and in the flowers and 
candles of an antique chandelier. This im- 
portant white note is also in evidence in the 
candelabra on the dining table and on the 
handsome buffet set against the wall opposite 
the fireplace. 

Upstairs, the master bedroom with its great 
silver-paper-backdropped bed is a haven for 
quiet hours. The same tones that are successful 
in the living-room have been adapted here.

APARTMENT IN SAN FRANCISCO 













All America knows of the internationally famous Omar Khayyam 
restaurant and of the fabulous food it serves in San Francisco. The 
owner of this restaurant is George Mardikian. He and his wife live high 
above San Francisco in an attractive apartment created by Interior De- 
signer Elizabeth Banning, A.I.D., the living-dining area of which is 
shown here. The layout and design of the apartment contrasts one 
continuous, spacious area for entertaining and relaxed living with sepa- 
rate suites to which the owners can retreat for complete privacy. 

The handwoven white India carpet suggests vast spaciousness extend- 
ing from wall to wall. And the beautiful, always changing yet always 
restful, San Francisco Bay and the Golden Gate Bridge are an integral 
part of the setting upon which the interior designer has capitalized with 
wonderful results. No curtains, it will be observed, are evident; there- 
fore it is only occasionally, when sun and light are adjusted for the room 
by the louver screens at the windows, do the Bay and Bridge disappear 
and the room takes on more definite dimensions. These screens, finished 
in natural wood, complement the gold and white grasscloth covering 
the walls, with ceiling glazed to match. 

The furniture, adapted to the needs of the owners and most of it 
specially designed by Miss Banning, was created for a milieu for enter- 
taining an international circle of friends of the clients and world per- 
sonalities. For example the large Italian dorato vein Pavanazzo marble 
table in the living-dining area serves as a formal foyer table, as a dining 
table for ten or as a buffet table for a hundred guests; the accompanying 
chairs used for dining also serve as occasional chairs throughout the 


living area and contrast with the built-in sofas with marble bases.

Today the presence of the interior designer in business—in creating 
both executive and general offices—is evident to even a casual observer. 
Spotlighting interest on the importance of an attractive office, Manage- 
ment Methods, leading publication for business executives, recently 
sponsored a contest for its readers for the “Best Place to Work.” The 
awards were not concerned with merely attractive offices, but on the 
over-all practicality and good planning principles observed by the entries. 
They were made, stated the judges, “to demonstrate how well-planned, 
well-integrated quarters improve both employee and executive produc- 
tivity and morale.

For some unaccountable reason the art of etching 
suddenly sprang into a blaze of glory in Venice in the 
years from 1740-1750, when Canaletto, Guardi, Tie- 
polo and Marieschi were in their prime. It was within 
this decade that Piranesi, the fourth and perhaps the 
most famous of Venetian etchers, worked in Tiepolo’s 
atelier. Caneletto and Marieschi were influences in 
the magnificent architectural compositions of Pira- 
nesi—although there are few signs of it in his tech- 
nique—and so was Tiepolo, for his combinations of 
wash and line appear frequently in the drawings; but 
Guardi was not an influence at all, for in the 1740's 
this great artist had “hardly an independent existence 
at all.” In this book the author employs the compara- 
tive system, relating drawings wherever possible to 
individual etchings, and thus is able to establish a 
useful chronology.

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not as rare as one would think from all that has until 
recently been written about them. Apart from a 
group of forty-six, acquired by the British Museum 
in 1908, fifteen studies in the Soane Museum in Lon- 
don, and those in our Metropolitan Museum, only a 
few scattered drawings were known. In recent years, 
however, a number of studies have appeared on the 
Paris art market under the name of “Guardi,” as 
reported in The Connoisseur, and just a year or two 
ago a group of over a hundred studies were found in 
the collection of Mrs. J. P. Morgan. 

Interior designers in New York have had for years 
a veritable mine of Piranesi engravings in the fine 
stock of antique prints available at Saxon & Clemens, 
64 East 55 St., and lately another source has been 
added in the tiny print shop at 201 East 51 Street. 
Some idea of Piranesi’s output as a draughtsman may 
be realized from the quantity of engravings stocked 
by these firms. In all he must have etched about a 
thousand separate plates, and for each of these there 
must have been a preparatory drawing made, besides 
all the sketches produced in his spare time (for he 
sketched constantly), as reported by Legrand in an 
early biography. Mr. Thomas claims to have traced 
600 of these drawings, a praiseworthy total since a 
number of the figure studies were drawn on the back 
of fragments of larger preparatory drawings. A num-

|THE EMPIRE STYLE 


The sobriety of the style which followed the rich 
perfection of the court styles of the 18th century was 
such a complete reversal that its true beauty is some- 
times overlooked. It was characterized by neo-clas- 
sicism, and neo-classicism, so called, has provided us 
with many beautiful interiors, though often they 
seem to lack warmth. 

The Directoire epoch, as period styles go, had a 
short life, 1795-9. But the whole transitional era from 
pure Louis XVI to the perfection of the French Em- 
pire covers a much longer period. The influence of 


| the excavations at Pompeii began to be felt as early 


_ as the middle of the 18th century, but its interpreta- 


tion in the France of that era was expressed in the 
style we classify as Louis XVI. However, elaborate 
ornamentation superimposed on classic forms and the 
unrestrained use of gold and silk palled even as 
ostentatious court life did. So when natural woods 
began to be used and all forms were simplified, the 
new mode naturally caught the eye of the court. 
During the chaotic period that followed the down- 
fall of Louis XVI, no style had much chance to de-

fashion was already well established. The  back- 
grounds, severely classic, were the perfect foil for 
ladies in flowing robes copied from ancient Greece 
and Rome, and the simplicity of the furniture forms. 
lent the proper accents. 

When that greatest of all dictators, Napoleon I, 
took the reins of government into his hands there was 
less restlessness, and certainly more stability. The 
true Napoleonic style, from about 1800 to 1830, was 
as complete in itself as any traditional style we know. 
It may be criticized for a lack of originality because 
the forms and motifs were for the most part “lifted’’ 
from Republican Rome without much thought of 
adapting them to French ideals or life, but even this 
fact leaves no room to doubt that the style is elegant, 
majestic and imposing. Up to the present day it has 
never appealed to the popular taste, but now its in- 
fluence is strongly felt, for a motif-like-this or a line- 
like-that copied from some Napoleonic designer has 
been the basis for some of the best designs created 
today. 

The backgrounds give the interior designer real 
inspiration—from panels and moldings to small con- 
figurations; each piece of furniture is a gem in itself, 
fashioned of rare woods highly polished and mounted

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with chased bronze richly gilded. The forms are not 
necessarily bulky though some of the reproductions 
may seem so. The cubical forms found in all the 
cabinets are superb, but the circular tables are of 
equal interest. There is never any doubt as to the 
functional quality of each piece, which perhaps make 
them doubly appealing to the interior designer today. 
The garlands, so much heavier than those of the 
preceding century, the eagles, the griffons, the 
palmettes all reflect their Graeco-Roman origin. But 
it is due to Napoleon’s triumphant visit to Egypt that 
the Egyptian Sphinx, the lions’ heads, the scarabs and 
the caryatids are so often included. They can be found 
in fabrics, on furniture, woven into fine Aubusson 
rugs or painted on wallpaper. Other emblems typical 
of the Emperor himself are the militaristic symbols, 
the stars, the bees and, of course, the Capital letter 
Perhaps they do not seem adaptable to the present- 
day interior, but in reality they are. Had Percier and 
Fontaine or the great artist David been alive today 
they would undoubtedly have been foremost of the 
modern designers. One has only to look carefully at 
their work, sense its perfect symmetry, the perfection 
of ornamentation, to realize that it can be an inspira- 
tion for a room that is French Empire at its best as 
interpreted and adapted to 20th-century America.

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ALL ABOUT SILK FABRICS 


The two hundred years of textile designing during 
the 18th and 19th centuries form a comprehensive 
and kaleidoscopic review of colorful silk textiles. The 
range of periods during this interim of time, of inter- 
est to interior designers, comprises those of France, 
Germany, England and America. 

Jacquard has always received credit for inventing a 
machine which bears his name, but in 1605 Dangon 
made a machine which produced great complication 
of color effects. Gallatier and Blanche in 1687 made a 
loom which enabled one to make easily small pat- 
terns. Bonchon originated the idea of needles pressed 
back by a cardboard on which was traced the design. 

Falcon, his assistant, increased the number of 
needles and made the cards revolve on two quad- 
rangular prism cylinders. The municipality of Lyons 
recognized the superiority of this new loom and 
allowed to Falcon a gratuity of 1,500 livres. Genin in 
1749 received 1,750 livres for having invented a loom 
on which one could weave small fancy stuffs without 
the help of a draw-boy. Ponson in 1766 invented the 
loom for the weaving of several armures at one time. 
Vezier in 1798 made still further improvements. 
Philip de La Salle invented a machine for reeding 
designs, which brought about a considerable develop- 
ment in the composition of fabrics. He invented an

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attachment by the aid of which the draw-boy was able 
to do all his work while remaining seated. Finally he 
created the flying shuttle. 

Jacquard’s machine was an improvement on former 
inventions, but what was accomplished by Jacquard 
about 1800 was accomplished in a more primitive 
manner by Falcon in 1728. Hence the tracing of the 
age of a fabric by the evidence of Jacquard mechan- 
ism is fallacious. 

The French fabrics include silk textiles produced 
from the mid-Louis XIV period followed by the 
Regence, Louis XV and Louis XVI of the 18th 
century; those of the Post-Revolution included beauti- 
ful weaves of the Directoire, First Empire, Restora- 
tion, “Romantic Epoch” of Louis Philippe, and on 
through the Second Empire of the 19th century. 

The “Golden Age” of the 18th century English 
periods in textiles begins with Queene Anne and con- 
tinues through the early, the Gothic and the Chinese 
phases of Chippendale’s era. These are followed by 
the designs made popular by Adam, Hepplewhite and 
Sheraton. The 19th century comprises the English 
Regency and Empire, ending with the Victorian era. 

The American fashions in textiles commence at the 
close of the Revolution, since the styles of our colonial 
days were those of England, and included designs of

the Post Revolution or Young Republic when the 
favored colors were red, white and blue, and eagles 
and stars were the popular motifs. The era is fol- 
lowed by the Federal, based upon the French Direc- 
toire and the American interpretation of the Empire 
textiles. The stripes favored by America’s foremost 
cabinetmaker, Duncan Phyfe, and the beautiful fret- 
work motifs of the Greek Revival were most popular. 

The German contribution during this period was 
the gay Biedermeier stripes of the early 19th century. 

Different types of trimmings played as important 
a role in the various eras as did the fabrics. The early 
and mid-18th century styles of France show mostly the 
lush tasseled fringes in undulating curves, sometimes 
of solid colors and in other instances, variegated 
hues. The classic revival of the Louis XVI period ex- 
hibited straight edged cut fringes, oft-times with 
elaborate and intricate headings of bow-knots of rib- 
bon or silk-covered pallette wire with dainty florets 
and spiral hangers. Fringes of the Empire period 
were heavier in order to blend with the massive furni- 
ture of Roman origin. Uncut and twisted bullion and 
also the mold or spool fringes are of this era, the 
latter frequently with trellis-work headings. 

With the return of the Bourbon kings to the 
throne of France, there was a revival of the styles of

the monarchy of the 18th century, and tassled fringe 
was used again. The remainder of the 19th century 
witnessed, with variations, a composite of all the 
previous styles. The French styles were adopted and 
modified by the British during the corresponding 
periods across the channel. The Americans drew 
upon the fashions from abroad and in turn rendered 
them in a still less ornate and simpler style. 

The exhibit during November and December at the 
Scalamandré Museum of Textiles, 20 West 55th St., 
New York, is the most comprehensive that the 
Museum has ever assembled, and offers an opportunity 
for interior designers and students of design to brush 
up on the periods of textiles and trimmings. Lectures 
to schools, clubs and visiting groups will be given 
upon request, and arrangements for either day or 
evening lectures can be made by communicating with 
the director, John Kent Tilton. The Scalamandré 
Museum of Textiles is open from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 
p.m. Mondays through Fridays.
